perso ns gu ilty o f co mplicity in th e 
kidnapping and mu rder

Jaco b 
Ro senth al, a retired 
bu siness 
man 
o f Wo o dmere, N. Y. 
Th e mu rder o f Ro senth al, G2, by 
bandits, h as aro u sed th e American 
co lo ny h ere. 
Ro senth al’s bo dy was fo u nd 
o nly 
th ree miles fro m 
wh ere 
h e 
was 
kidnapped, and Americans asked to ­ 
day wh y 
Mex ican 
federal 
tro o ps 
failed to rescu e h im o n th eir search 
ex peditio ns, if th ey were 
making 
sincere effo rts. 
Th ree su spect-, h av e been identi­ 
fied by Jo seph Hu ff, so n-in-law 
o t 
Ro senth al as members o f th e bandit 
gang and are being bro u gh t h ere fo r 
trial. 
Two o f th e bandits were sh o t and 
killed by th e po lice wh o reco v ered 
th e 
wealth y 
American’s 
bo dy . 
Search 
fo r remaining members o l 
th e gang is being made. 
Ro senth al was killed by bandits, 
wh o kidnapped h im as h e was re­ 
tu rning h ere fro m Cu ernav aca, 
a 
reso rt city , wh en th ey realized th at 
po lice, 
pretending 
to 
h e pay ing 
$10,000 ranso m, h ad tricked th em. 
Two po licemen, carry ing a bag, 
presu mably h o lding th e mo ney bu t 
in reality lo aded with iro n bars, met 
th e bandits at a de-igned spo t 
in 
th e h ills. 
Instead o f h anding o v er th e bag,’ 
th e po lice o pened lire. Two o f th e 
bandits were killed. Th e o th ers h id­ 
ing nearby plu nged th eir kniv es into 
th e American’s bo dy , h at h im o v er 
th o h ead with th eir rifles, and lied.

He qu alified th at with a cau tio u s 
ex planatio n th at h e h ad no t made 
any special effo rt to o bserv e th e sit­ 
u atio n and fo rm an o pinio n.

signed to determine wh eth er h e h ad 
discu ssed th e United States liqu o r 
pro blem in Eu ro pe.

th eir h o mes. Cro ns near Bu rlingto n, 
Io wa are periled th ro u gh th e 
h igh 
waters o f Sku nk Creek. 
Th e o v erflo w fro m Sku nk 
Creek 
th reatens ten th o u sand 
acres 
o f 
’v alu able farm land, it was estimat­ 
ed. Residents o f th e lo wlands 
are 
repo rted as mo v ing o u t. 
Co nv icts fro m th e state peniten­ 
tiary fo u gh t to sav e a 
lev ee 
all 
nigh t. Th ey were aided by farmers 
bu t it was fo u nd tlie effo rts 
wo u ld 
be fu tile. 
Th e Mississippi riv er is also

po rted as h igh near Qu incy , Ills. 
E. Willis and th ree members 
o f 
h is family , liv ing in Rama 
district 
o f Saskatch awan, were killed wh en 
a sto rm destro y ed th eir farmh o u se.

In two lime experiments, at Wan- 


atah and North Vernon, 1J tons ten- 
mesh limestone has shown a 
total 


profit in sis years of $25.93 per ac- 
re. One' and 
three fourths 
tons 


quarter-inch screenings have shown 
a profit of $19.47; 1 1-5 tons hy- 
dnted lime, a profit of $16.57. Four 
applications of 440 pounds per acre 
on each grain crop of fine limestone 
pave a total profit of $13.30. Four 
applications of 300 pounds hydrated 
lime per acre on each grain crop 
gave a total profit of $6.00. These 
tests answer the question 'as to 
whether a 500 pound application on 
each grain crop of hydrated lime is 
equal to two tons limestone. It is 
not and farmers who depend upon 
that small an application of lime 


ill be disappointed. 
After the land has been thorough- 


ly limed once, 500 pounds per acre 
per year might keep np the supply 
of liine. but even with this system 
of liming the Purdue tests indicate 
that the fine limestone is cheaper 
and more profitable. These tests in- 
dicate that the value of lime and 
limestone is in proportion to their 
neutralizing 
value. 
Seventy-four 


pounds of hydrated lime are equal 
to 100 pounds of'fine ground lime- 
stone, no more, no less. 


Under .Indiana systems of farm-i 


ing it is not desirable 
to 
apply 


small quantities of hydrate<t_ Hiue 
with the fertilizer attachment 
on 


the drill. Some farmers think by do- 
ing this that it will take the.place 
of the fertilizer. Small returns arc 
sometimes obtained, but in a 
few 


years the lack of' fertiliser 
will 


cause a big reduction in the crops. 


If clover fails, put on about two 


tons per acre of pulverized lime- 


tone. In six or eight years, repeat 
lie limestone application. Use plen- 
ty of manure and fertilizer in addi- 
ion, because lime does not take the 
place of fertilizer. In fact, on these 
wo experiment fields, fertilizer ha* 
jiven a greater profit on limed land 
~han on unlimed land.1 and the yields 
vith lime alone without any ferti- 
izer or manure are very small.
